A 'W»ykoy» Indian Wo»n»n Who Does Vat 


Conceal, But la Proud ot Her Longevity— 
The Plant of Life. 
Wo were ushered into a rudely con- 


itructed stona building of greater di- 
mensions than those before visited in 
the village. It was almost dark inside 
and the room was ill smelling and 
close. 
When our eyes became accus- 


tomed to the dim light we saw a skin- 
clad figure kneeling in one corner of 
the room and engaged in breaking light 
sticks of wood into small faggots. We 
were told that it was a woman whom 
the chief had brought us to see, and 
that slie had not noticed our approach, 
being blind aad deaf. The chief placed 
his Imml on her shoulder and she slowly 
turned around. 
I could now see quite 


plainly and was at once struck with a 
feeling of roptilsiveness almost akin to 
the horror one feels toward visions seen 
in a nightmare, when her hideous face 
<uid blank, sunken eyes met my gaze. 
Her facs was of a greenish-yellow 
color, and what little there was left of 
lle.sh or skin eking to her bones as 
though stuck there by some adhesive 
compound. It bore a parched, desic- 
cated appearance, like the outer flesh 
of a mummy. Tho lower jaw, which 
was devoid of teeth, obtruded consid- 
erably beyond the angle of her sharp, 
hooked nose. Her arms appeared to 
bo almost bare of any fleshy tissue and 
the skin covering them was dry and 
hard. I could scarcely believe thattho 
breath of life could find a lodging^in 
such a corpse-like tenement. 
The 


woman was, however, able to move 
about with the assistance of a young 
girl who attended her, and could, when 
feeling her host, walk without any sup- 
port for a quarter of a mile, or more, 
having repeatedly made such distances 
in that manner within the past year." 


"And what is her age?" 
"I reserved that," said the doctor, 


with a half-smile, "until you should in- 
quire, because I thought YOU might be 
rather incredulous if I told you at the 
start that she had attained her one 
hundred and eighty-second year last 
June. It is, nevertheless, a fact, as I 
am most credibly informed and most 
so.'emnly believ^. This places her two 
years beyond the reputed age of the 
patriarch Isaac at the time of his death, 
and she must have first seen the light 
in 1702, or seventv-fonr years before 
the signing of the ^Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. " 


"Did you learn her name?" 
"The people of the village call her 


Watsuma. She has only one living 
relative, a great grand-son, wlio is 
eighty-six years of age." 


"How biis the record of her years 


been kept?" 


"In the immemorial fashion of this 


tribe—by punching small round holes 
in a piece of smoothly polished horn at 
the end of each twelve-month. I ex- 
pressed a desire to see the record of 
Watsuma's ago. At first she was very 
backward about producing 
it, but 


linally directed her young attendant in 
a slosv. hoarse speech to go and bring 
it to her, which was done, and then 
without allowing us to take it from her 
bony lingers, she held it up for our in- 
spection. The one hundred and eighty- 
two holes were counted by oiu- won- 
dering party and the ancient relic was 
replaced in'its position in an inner re- 
cess in the wall of the hovel. We were 
then led out o£ the room and along the 
crooked roadway, on each side of which 
arose the rough dwellings of the na- 
tives. We had frequently remarked 
tlie ancient appearance of many of 
those buildings, some of them looking 
as though they were about to tumble 
into masses of ruins, andwere told that 
the oldest had stood there for nearly 
two centuries, having, of course, been 
often repaired or partially restored. 
The chief offered to conduct us to the 
abodes of other aged people of the 
tribe, but as he admitted that in Muskee 
and Watsuma we had seen the oldest 
inhabitants of the place, we thanked 
him kindly for tho courtesy he had 
shown ns and withdrew to our camp 
on the hill-side, about a mile from the 
village. 
"On our way down the valley next 


day our Moqui boy confided to me 
what lie declared to'bcthc secret of the 
wonderful longevity among the Wa- 
koyas. 
His Indian sagacity had led 


him to do a little detective work from 
clues thrown out by some of the young 
members of tho tribe, and he told mo 
that he had discovered that the Wa- 
koyai were in the habit of making a 
kind of lea from the yellow pods gath- 
ered from a small plant called the 
tepruk, or teprook, indigenous to the 
region. Ho described the plant, and 
we liail no difficulty in finding numer- 
ous specimens of it on our journey 
toward the canyon. It has a wiry 
stem, varying in length, when full 
grown, from six to ten inches in differ- 
ent plants, and has five long leaves and 
a yellowish pod about two inches in 
lorigth and a little thicker than a com- 
mon lead-pencil. I have thoroughly 
tested the virtues of th« plant, and do 
not hesitate to say that it is among the 
lenst valuable of the llora of this coast. 
Like other Indian superstitious, the 
belief 
in 
the 
wonderful 
life-giving 


properties of the plant may be tradi- 
tional with the Wakoyas, but our phar- 
macopeia can not utilize it to advan- 
tage among enlightened people. lam 
inclined to think" that it is on account 
of their faith in this or some oilier herb 
that the tribe has separated from the 
other Indians, and is endeavoring to 
keep as a profound secret their kuowl- 
cdffc of its supposed virtue in prolong- 
ing life. 
I attribute tlicir longevity, 


however, to the healthy climate in 
which they live, the pure atmosphere 
they breathe, and the fact of their liv- 
ing" a quiet life and not being subjected 
to the privations which cire so often ex- 
perienced 
by their wandering red 


brethren."—Cor. Sun Fraiiciitcu Chron- 
icle.

The HUtory of the Manufacture a Yen 


Instructive One* 


The history of beet root sugar is a 


very instructive one, as it shows what 


sometimes be the outcome of 


forced perseverance on the part of the 
Government. 
In 1747 a Prussian 


chemist, named Margraff, discovered 
the existence of crystalizable sugar in 
the beet. Although this discovery was 
communicated to the Scientific Society 
of Berlin, no attempt was made to ob- 
tain sugar from this humble source. 
Forty years after the discovery of Mar- 
graff, another chemist, named Achord, 
resumed the experiments which Mar- 
graff had commenced, but he received 
very little encouragement, although he 
was an enthusiast, and declared that 
the beet root was a better sugar plant 
than oane. The Institute of Paris, in 
1800, appointed a committee to investi- 
gate Achord'a process of extracting 
sugar from tho beet root, but reported 
adversely, and the subject was allowed 
to rest for several years. 
But in 1809 


Bonaparte issued a decree prohibiting 
the importation of sugar from tho 
West Indies, and the people of France, 
thus abruptly deprived of -sugar, wero 
| rompellud to seek, some substitute at 


home. 


Manufactories of syrups from raisins 


and honey were established, but a 
crystallised sugar could not be pro- 
duced. Tho Emperor, having caused 
much suffering by this decree, sought 
means of obviating the inconvenience, 
and 
to 
this 
end 
appointed 
a 


committee to consider how the wants 
of the people could bo best supplied. 
M. Deveux, a member of the commit- 
tee, turned his attention to the beet 
root, and reported so favorably that an 
imperial manufactory of sugar was 
immediately established at Kambouil- 
iet, aud imperial schools were insti- 
tuted for instructing pupils in the pro- 
cess. Premiums were also offered for 
the best samples of sugar. 
So success- 


ful were the efforts put forth by those 
.having this matter in charge that in 
three years after its inception the man- 
ufacture of beetroot sugar had become 
a prosperous industry. The people of 
France were enabled to obtain sugar 
of home manufacture, but they had to 
pay an enormous price for it, and the 
manufacturers began to amass for- 
tunes. 
In 1814 there was again peace in 


Kurope, the ports of France were 
opened to the produce of the West 
Indies, and cheap sugars came in and 
entirely destroyed the beet root indus- 
try. In a few months, however, it was 
found that the sugars imported from 
the flourishing English colonies wero 
driving those from the French in the 
West Indie* out of the market. 
Tho 


French Government, to protect her 
own colonies, or at least pretending 
that this was its object, imposed a duty 
of twenty francs the one hundred kilo- 
grammas upon all sugars of foreign 
origin. Two years Inter the duty was 
increased to forty-live francs, and four 
years later to seventy-five, and in 182:2 
to ninety-live, which was equivalent to 
an absolute 
prohibition. 
But 
six 


years before, or in in 1816, the Govern- 
ment begun to pay a bounty to the beet 
root sugar manufacturers, which stim- 
ulated them to great activity. They 
made, of course, enormous profits, for 
tho people were compelled to use the 
home-made sugars or go without, as 
there were no other kinds to be ob- 
tained, Seven years later, or in 1829, 
there were in France, over one hundred 
manufactories where beet root sugar 
was made, and they have been increas- 
ing ever since. 


In Germany, Russia, Belgium, Hol- 


land, and several other European coun- 
tries, beet sugar is ndw produced in 
large quantities, but it may be added 
that wherever the people have been 
compelled to pay a heavy tax on this 
article they have been invariably small 
consumers. While France may boast 
>t being the first European nation to 
make its ow.i sugar at home, her peo- 
ple have never been very extravagant 
in its use; for while the people of Groat 
Britain 
consume 
about 
sixty-two 


pounds per head annually, those of 
France only use about fifteen pounds. 
The difference is probably in great part 
due to the fact that tho English people 
have long been fully supplied with 
cheap sugars from their own colonies, 
and this has encouraged the habit of 
nsing this article constantly and freely. 
The people of the United States con- 
sume about forty pounds of sugar per 
head, and this amount will' doubtless 
increase, if sugar remains cheap and 
the 
country 
prosperous; otherwise 


there will be a decrease iu the amount 
consumed.—N. ¥. Sun.

DB. THOMAS, of Chicago, in his 


sermon Sunday on "The Penal Sys- 
tem," gave some interesting facts 
about the management and cost of 
prisons in this country. According 
to his figures there are over 50 peni- 
tentiaries and 2,400 jails in this 
country. 
They contain 50,000 crim- 


inals, and their estimated cost is 
$400,000,000. 
Including 
jcirors, 


judges, clerks and court officers, he 
estimates that it takes 1,000,000 
men to run our penal system. 
In 


Chicago the police courts cost $800,- 
000 a year, and of the average 82,- 
800 persons arrested it costs the city 
$24 per capita. The arrests of the 
country at large cost $36,000,000, 
without counting the cost of mainte- 
nance, trial, conviction and punish- 
ment, and all this is collected in 
taxes from the people. When ninety 
persons are arrested in Chicago 
every day in the year, it means, says 
he, that for every person arrested 
five others suffer sympathetically 
and socially. Dr. Thomas says that 
notwithstanding this great outlay 
our penal system neither protects 
society or reforms criminals, and 
concludes that the system is either a 
failure or we are incapable of deal- 
ing with organized crime. 
He sug- 


gests as a means of reform that the 
control of the criminal and police 
courts, police departments, jails, and 
so forth, be taken away from politics; 
that prison labor be managed with- 
out the aid of contractors; that pris- 
oners be taught to read and write 
and surrounded with religious influ- 
ences.
